Luton’s two Labour MPs hold on against the Tory blue surge 



RED-EY TO SWIM AGAINST THE CONSERVATIVE CURRENT: Luton North and South MPs, Kelvin Hopkins and Gavin Shuker, said 
they were ‘disappointed’ by Labour’s performance across the country but were prepared to fight for their party in Parliament

IT was the day that Luton bucked the 
national trend and remained a ‘dot of 
red in a sea of blue’. 

While fellow Labour colleagues 
across the UK were losing their seats, 
including big names such as Shadow 
Chancellor Ed Balls, Shadow Foreign 
Secretary Douglas Alexander and 
Scottish Labour leader Jim Murphy, 
the town’s two MPs managed to hold 
onto their constituencies. 

Amidst all the hustle and bustle that 
comes with an election - including a 
dog pulling out a microphone cable - 
both the town’s Labour MPs Kelvin 
Hopkins (Luton North) and Gavin 
Shuker (Labour South) vowed to 
‘fight’ for the town and their Labour 
beliefs in the new Parliament. 

Mr Hopkins, who has been an MP 
for 18 years, increased his majority to 
9,504 votes after receiving 22,243 of 
the 42,862 votes cast. 

He was followed in this by Mr Shuker 
who also increased his majority to 
5,711 after getting 18,660 of the 42,647 
votes cast in his part of the town. 

In his speech, Mr Hopkins said he 
was saddened by the national result 
and promised to push for a more 
Socialist Labour Party, while Mr 
Shuker said it had been a ‘difficult 
and sad day for our party’. 

Both MPs also expressed their dis¬ 
appointment at the resignation of 
Labour leader Ed Miliband. 

Mr Hopkins said: “It’s very sad that 
Labour is not now going to be in gov¬ 
ernment. I wanted that to happen but 
I think we’ve proved a point that we’re 
still here, we’ll be fighting again. 

“And it’s interesting (because) I 
never disguise the fact that I’m a 
Socialist of the left, a democratic 
Socialist. My mentor in recent times 
has been Tony Benn and when I was a 


boy my mentor was Nye Bevan and I 
stick to those values. 

“I stick to those beliefs and I’m not 
going to change. If more people in my 
party followed those kind of policies 
and those kinds of values, I think we’d 
do rather better. I shall spend my time 
in Parliament trying to persuade our 
leaders to be more Socialist and I’ll 
make no apology for that.” 

Speaking to Luton on Sunday after 
the results were announced, Gavin 


Shuker said he felt the town had voted 
Labour because ‘people here in Luton 
understand what a dangerous right- 
wing government will do to them and 
that Labour is the only choice to pre¬ 
vent them from doing it’. 

He added: “Now, sadly, we have 
elected that government and so I am 
going to have to make the case from 
the opposition benches as to why 
their pain will be disproportionately 
felt here in Luton South.” 


Mr Shuker also refused to comment 
on who he wanted to lead Labour but 
said Miliband was a ‘decent man’. 

He said: “I wish Miliband had stayed 
on. He’s a decent man but politics is 
human as well as political and he 
needs some time to spend it with his 
family. 

“No-one’s talking about a leadership 
contest right now, all of us are just try¬ 
ing to get our heads around the scale 
of the defeat that we’ve had.” 


No turn 
in tide 
in Beds 

AFTER a very long night for 
all involved, Bedfordshire 
emerged from one of the 
most uncertain elections in 
recent history largely the 
same as it was before. 

All six seats across the 
county were held onto by 
their respective parties, with 
Bedford and Kempston, 

North East Beds, Mid Beds 
and South West Beds 
swathed in blue while Luton 
North and South remained 
solidly red. 

Reflecting the national pic¬ 
ture, the Conservative party 
did extremely well in 
Bedfordshire with both 
Alistair Burt and Nadine 
Dorries increasing their 
majorities enormously. 

In the North East Mr Burt 
flew ahead of Labour by 
25,644 votes, landing a total 
of 34,891, while in Mid Beds 
Ms Dorries took a landslide 
victory with 32,544, beating 
Labour’s Charlynne Pullen by 
23,327 votes. 

Speaking to the press, Ms 
Dorries said: “To win a 
majority of 23,000 is the 
kind of majority you dream 
about. Ten years ago I only 
had 8,000,1 couldn’t have 
even wished for this. I’m 
absolutely thrilled.” 

In Luton South Labour’s 
Gavin Shuker received 
18,660 votes, beating Katie 
Redmond from the 
Conservatives who only 
managed to get 12,949 
votes. 

In his speech, Mr Shuker 
said it had been a ‘difficult 
and very sad day’ Labour,

In Luton North Kelvin Hopkins also retained 
his seat for Labour getting 22,243 votes com¬ 
pared to Conservative Dean Russell’s 12,739. 

Mr Hopkins said he was also ‘very sad’ about 
the national result and said he hoped the 
Labour party would return to its Socialist 
roots. 

In Bedford and Kempston Conservative 
Richard Fuller (pictured) just grasped a win to 
hold onto his seat with a closely fought contest 
with Labour’s Patrick Hall. 

Mr Hall came close to bucking the trend on 
what had been a disastrous election for the 
Labour Party, narrowly losing out on return¬ 
ing to parliament, but Mr Fuller clinched it 
with a majority of 1,097 votes. 

Despite the drawn out counting process 
which lasted around 11 hours in most places - 
in part due to the large number of ballot 
papers - all the candidates were on best behav¬ 
iour - with Alistair Burt congratulating rival 
Saqhib Ali on improving the Labour vote in his 
constituency. 

Fourth time MP for South West Beds, Andrew 
Selous added: “Most of us are beyond the age 
now where we want to be doing an all-nighter 
but I’d like to thank all the candidates for what 
has been a very civilised and good humoured 


campaign and the people of South West 
Bedfordshire for putting their trust in me for a 
fourth time.” 

Overall Bedfordshire residents seem to have 
gone to the polls in their droves with a 64 per 
cent turnout in Luton North, 63 per cent in 
Luton South, 74 per cent turnout in Mid Beds, 


65 per cent in the South West, almost 67 per 
cent in Bedford and Kempston and almost 67 
per cent in the North East compared to 66 per 
cent nationally.

QUESTIONS have been asked about 
why the Luton Parliamentary elec¬ 
tion count finished almost eight 
hours later than estimated. 

The count was finally complete 
around midday with Kelvin Hopkins 
(Labour) announced as Luton North 
MP at 11:25am and Gavin Shuker 
(Labour) announced at Luton South 
MP at 12:10pm. 

But some have queried why this pro¬ 
cess took so long, especially as verifi¬ 
cation of ballot papers - the first part 
of the process - began at around 
10:30pm 

Despite the early start, the official 
count did not begin until 8am - four 
hours later than the entire process 
was estimated to finish - leaving 
Luton South among the last of the 
election results to come in. 

Luton Borough Council has quashed 
rumours originating within the 
Regional Sports Centre, where the 
count was being held, that a group of 
travellers who had set up camp on the 
green outside the centre caused a 
delay in the organisation of the count. 

There were also questions raised as 
to whether enough people were 
enlisted to help with the count, and 
some have suggested that low staff 
numbers resulted in the huge delay to 
the verification process. 


This has also been dismissed by the 
council. 

Returning officer, Trevor Holden, 
denied a lack of manpower was to 
blame and expressed his thanks to 
the volunteers who gave up their time 
and praised the ‘robustness’ of the 
council. 

He said: “Many of these people had 
also worked throughout the day from 
7am as presiding officers and polling 
station staff and no praise is too high 
for this dedication to the democratic 
process, as was acknowledged by 
both newly-returned MPs. 


“While it took longer than expected 
to verify the votes, my absolute prior¬ 
ity as acting returning officer has 
been to ensure all the elections have 
been carried out in full compliance 
with electoral law.” 

A late technical hitch came after a 
dog managed to unplug the micro¬ 
phone being used to announce 
results. 

The declaration of the winning can¬ 
didates was eventually done without 
the microphone, following a failed 
attempt to use the loudspeaker sys¬ 
tem. 


People’s vote on council tax increase is still to be decided 


THERE is only one more day 
until the county finds out the 
result of the referendum of the 
proposed council tax increase. 

The referendum, announced 


in January by Police and Crime 
Commissioner Oily Martins pro¬ 
poses a 15.85 per cent 
increase on council tax to sub¬ 
side the police force. 


The rise, already on our coun¬ 
cil tax bills, will provide around 
£4.5 million for the force, and 
will pay for more than 100 new 
officers. The count will take 


place at 10am tomorrow, with 
the announcement to be 
declared later that day. Visit 
luton-dunstable.co.uk for the 
latest news and views.

Academic named as

AN ACADEMIC named as one of 14 
‘Inspirational Women’ for her work in 
researching gang culture and violence 
against females has said she is pleased to see 
her work having an impact. 

Carlene Firmin MBE, a senior research fel¬

Right up your street 

Town’s birds 
of a feather 
flock together 

THIS week, Howard Chandler continues the 
history behind streets named after birds. 

Last time I wrote about the ‘Birds Estate’ in 
Lewsey. Most of the other bird streets are in 
the Stopsley area, with these four in LU3. 

Stuart Smith in ‘Pubs & Pints’ wrote that an 
inn called ‘The Swan’ was trading in Watery 
Lane in 1824. It was rebuilt, after a fire, at the 
start of the 20th century, and renamed ‘The 
Black Swan’. 

The first reference to Black Swan Lane I 
have found is in 1928, so this road in Limbury 
took its modern name from the pub. 

Mallard Gardens, close to the River Lea, 
continues the aquatic bird theme as it is off 
Black Swan Lane. 

Culver is another word for a pigeon or dove, 
so a Culverhouse would be a dovecote or 
pigeon loft. Culverhouse Road was laid out on 
former farmland in the 1920s and perhaps a 
birdhouse was located in this area. 

Rondini, the Italian word for swallow is the 
name of a famous hotel in Florence. 

Did the developer of Rondini Avenue want to 
commemorate links with or a trip to Italy?

Man denies gun 
murder attempt

BAD blood between two men 
led to one trying to murder 
the other with a shotgun, a 
jury was told on Wednesday. 

Aaron Poynter is said to 
have fired the weapon from 
over a fence and into the 
kitchen of Dean McAdam’s 
ground floor flat on November 
5 last year. 

Mr McAdam had been look¬ 
ing out the window at the 
time and as he turned, a shot¬ 


gun blast rang out smashing 
through the glass, a jury was- 
told. 

A mass of shotgun pellets 
ended up embedded in the 
tiled wall in the kitchen, 
Luton Crown Court heard. 

This came days after Mr 
Poynter sent the other man a 
message on Facebook saying 
he was ‘a dead man’. 

In the dock Mr Poynter, 27, 
of Great Northern Road, 
Dunstable, pleaded not guilty 
to attempted murder, an 
alternative charge of attempt¬ 
ing to cause grievous bodily 


harm with intent, possessing 
a firearm with intent to 
endanger life, possessing 
ammunition with intent to 
endanger life, possessing a 
firearm when prohibited 
from doing so and possessing 
ammunition when prohibit¬ 
ed from from doing so. 

Prosecutor Michael Speak 
told the court “There had 
been a feud, bad blood 
between the defendant Mr 
Poynter and Dean McAdam 
for many years, at least 10 
years or more.” 

The trial continues.

EVERYONE wants to be 
remembered after they 
have gone. Some accom¬ 
plish it and some don't. 
Some do it through sport 
and others through music. 

For Ralph Pollard, he is 
pinning his hopes on art. 

Born in Barbados in 1941, 
Ralph grew up under the 
watchful eye of his paternal 
great-grandmother.

come because there was 
conscription at the time. 

“If you were still in the UK 
as a young man you had to 
join the armed forces. My 


father didn’t particularly 
want me coming and join¬ 
ing the forces so he kept put¬ 
ting off my coming.” 

What did he think of it? 

“I can’t tell you today what 
I expected from England but 
looking back on it all, I think 
I thought I would be very 
well off, coming to a country 
as highly developed as this 
which had a good education 
system. 

“I got here and got my first 
breath of freedom so to 
speak. At my grandmother’s 
house (in Barbados) you had 
to be in at a certain time or 
she’d lock the door.” 

Ralph came to the UK on a 
scheme where a lot of young 
Caribbeans were recruited 
to do various jobs. He did 
psychiatric nursing in 
Surrey where he began a 
relationship with a woman

and after a while, they 
moved to Balham where he 
got a job working as a postal 
and telegraph officer. 

However, he grew dissatis¬ 
fied with his post and while 
out in London one day 
walked into a restaurant in 
Piccadilly Circus. Moments 
later he left with a new job. 

Ralph says: “I came to 
work in a suit because I 
didn’t even know that chefs 
wore uniforms. And that 
was the beginning of my 
catering experience. 

“I spent about a year there, 
and then I started taking 
care of a daughter who came 
along then.” 

Ralph’s job at the White 
Bear Inn started a love affair 
with food which saw him 
later become a TV chef and 
radio broadcaster in 
Barbados in the 1980s. 

His brief radio career 
started in Holland in the 
1970s when he moved there 
after the break-up of his 
relationship. It was at the 
same time that pirate radio 
was starting to take off and 
he secured a slot at Radio 
Caroline, which was broad¬ 
casting from a ship off the 
coast of the UK. 

Under the alias Ray Cooper 
he presented reggae shows 
for a short period, inducting 
himself into the pirate radio 
hall of fame in the process. 

He then moved to Spain 
and had a spell at Radio 
Juventud in Malaga before 
going to Barbados. From 
there he returned to the UK 


and lived in Barnet for a 
while before settling in 
Wardown Park in 2006. It 
was at this point that he 
began to seriously develop 
his art. 

He says: “I really got 
involved with my painting 
in Luton. When I was in 
Wardown Park I had my first 
exhibition because I really 
concentrated seriously 
then.. .this was me now. 

“I wasn’t really doing the 
kitchen thing - I would give 
a friend a hand in the kitch¬ 
en now and again - but I had 
now settled down.” 

Ralph’s work mainly con¬ 
sists of tie-dye art and acryl¬ 
ic painting. In recent times 
he says he has sent pieces to 
various individuals in 


Europe and New York who 
got in touch after finding 
out about his work. 

What does the future hold? 

“I think my art will live 
on”, he says. “I will be dead 
and gone in the next 50 to a 
100 years but my art will still 
be around because that’s 
how I am looking at it. These 
pieces will live, they will 
stay. There’s no reason for 
them to change or go away. 

He adds: “I hope one day to 
have a big gallery. 

“Not just my work in a gal¬ 
lery but to have my own gal¬ 
lery where I can put my art 
and my food at a level where 
everything is combined and 
that will see me through 
until I say bye-bye to every¬ 
body.”

WHEN Aizzah Fatima left Google 
to focus full-time on her play, 
Dirty Pakistani Lingerie, it never 
occurred to her she would one-day 
be embarking on a UK-wide tour 
almost four years later. 

She started writing her comedy, in 
which she plays six Pakistani- 
American females struggling to 
find their place in two different 
cultures, while working at the tech 
giant. 

Initially, she performed it while 
working for the firm, but left to take 
up acting full-time. 

She said: “I think I’ve always 
wanted to get into the arts, but it’s a 
tougher lifestyle. In IT, you do a 
degree and you have a set path but I 
feel like there was no clear path. 

“When I started performing this 
play and it was really going well, I 
thought: ‘I’m going to have to do it 
full-time and do it properly’.” 

How did she come up with the 
concept? 

“I was taking a class about solo 
writing with Wynn Handman. A lot 
of the things I was auditioning for 


were not really the best material 
and I thought I could write better 
than that. I wrote a lot of different 
pieces while I was there and some 
of them did not make it to the show. 

“The show got into a festival and I 
worked with Erica Gould and we’ve 
really worked together since then. 

“I never thought I would get 
beyond the first time it was done in 
New York. After that, we were invit¬ 
ed to go to Toronto and from there 
we went to Edinburgh.” 

Aizzah, who is of Pakistani herit¬ 
age and lives in New York, has taken 
her show to places such as Pakistan 
and Turkmenistan, where she was 
invited to represent the United 
States at its International Theatre 
Festival. 

Recently, she says she has been 
trying to use her play to ‘create a 
dialogue’ about issues she feels are 
not discussed much in some areas 
of the Muslim community such as 
sex, religion and politics. 

She said: “In the last few years I 
have been trying to use the show to 
create a dialogue within the Asian 
community and others. I want to 
educate people. I’m actually work¬ 
ing on a second solo show and I’m 
also turning this into a feature film, 
so it’s been great!”

REVIEW 

THE KING’S SPEECH 

Milton Keynes Theatre 

THE bar was always going to be set 
incredibly high. 

As a popular award-winning film, 
the King’s Speech touched the 
hearts of millions of people across 
the globe and after hearing it had 
been transformed for the stage I for 
one was expecting good things. 

And largely I wasn’t wrong. 
Director Roxana Silbert’s adapta¬ 
tion was very funny and the use of a 
simplistic space was clever. 

However where the performance 
let itself down was in the strength 
of some of the characters. While 
Raymond Coulthard started off a 
bit shakily as King George VI, or 
‘Bertie’, by the second half he had 
much more vigour, was command¬ 
ing the stage more effectively, his 
stammer was much more believa¬ 
ble and the audience was ‘rooting 
for him’ - if I may be so bold as to 
use a vulgar Americanism. 

The big disappointment for me 
was in Jason Donovan’s depiction 
of failed actor and budding speech 
therapist Lionel Logue. It was 
always going to be hard to follow 
fellow Aussie Geoffrey Rush but in 
my humble opinion - he just wasn’t 


the man for the job. 

His portrayal of Logue lacked 
conviction and was a bit too soft 
and nice for what should be such a 
gruff, no nonsense character. 

To be fair to Donovan this is prob¬ 
ably as much his fault as it is those 
who cast him into the role. A big 
show equals a big star and who’s a 
famous Australian I wonder? 

As an Australian (sort of) myself, I 
found his accent a tad over the top. 


If he had suddenly came out with 
the words ‘flaming galah’ I don’t 
think anyone would have been sur¬ 
prised. 

The bits I most enjoyed were the 
witty exchanges between 
Archbishop Cosmo Lang, played by 
Martin Turner, and Winston 
Churchill played by Nicholas Blane 
who both produced some brilliant 
one liners. 

Overall it was a solid performance 


and very entertaining, if not as 
good as it could be. 

It was a real shame that the planes 
which descended from the skies at 
the end distracted immensely 
from what was an otherwise capti¬ 
vating delivery by Coulthard of the 
part the whole night had been 
building up to, and the part we’d all 
been waiting for - the King’s speech.

Take a look inside ... 


As with most things in life, 
the best products take what 
seems a complicated bunch of 
requirements and reduce them 
to something very simple and 
elegant. The Volvo V40 is just 
such a car. 

The Swedish company has 
built a premium five-door 
family hatch that looks great, 
drives well, makes sense on the 
balance sheet and which has 
an amazing amount of safety 
equipment built into it. It really 
is as good as it looks, especially 
now that Volvo offers the op¬ 
tion of its own highly efficient 
engines beneath the bonnet. 

Here’s a hatch clearly de¬ 
veloped by people who care 
about driving and it delivers a 
very good compromise indeed 
between absorbent ride and 
assured handling composure. 

So much so that I’ve begun 
to question the ‘less is more’ 
mantra I tend to apply to the 
brand’s other models when it 
comes to engine output. 

There’s not much point in 
having loads of power in a car 
that handles like a pudding. 

This one though can cope with 
a bit more, which is why it’s 
worth opting for the fastest 


of the three diesel engines on 
offer, the 190bhp D4. Rest to 
62mph here takes 7.4s en route 
to I43mph. All the diesel units 
available are now from the 
brand’s frugal ‘Drive-E’ family 
of engines, all 2.0-litre units. 

The D3 develops 150bhp, while 
the entry-level D2 manages 
I20bhp. 

The safer a car is, the safer 
will be its approach to exterior 
design. That was once true of 
small Volvos - but it isn’t any 
more. In fact, it’s precisely 
because this V40 is good in an 
accident that it looks so smart. 

Let me explain. Almost all 
cars have relatively high bonnet 
lines so as to leave an under¬ 
bonnet void to meet pedestrian 
impact legislation. But thanks to 
a unique under-bonnet airbag, 
this car doesn’t need to allow 
for that, so its bonnet line can 
be much lower, part of a lean, 
wide coupe-like stance in a 
shape very slightly longer and 
wider than rival BMW I Series 
or Audi A3 models. 

Much about this car is a sur¬ 
prise. Efficient yet characterful, 
stylish yet sensible, it ought to 
appeal far beyond Volvo’s core 
customer base.

The Suffolk game at Dunstable Town CC was 
hit by rain, with the visitors - who had been 
asked to bat - reaching 126-3 from 24 overs 
before being forced off. 

Former Scotland captain Kyle Coetzer, who is 
also on Northamptonshire’s books, was 
unbeaten on 64 on his Suffolk debut while 
Colin Griggs, Ed Wharton and Andy 
Reynoldson bagged the wickets for 


Bedfordshire. In reply the hosts were set a 
revised target of 172 from 20 overs but they 
slipped to 18-3 as Charlie Thurston, Luke 
Thomas and George Thurstance all fell cheaply. 

Reynoldson finished unbeaten on 62 but 
Beds limped to 121-9 at the close to lose on the 
Duckworth-Lewis method. 

The Cambridgeshire clash at Luton Town & 
Indians CC on Monday saw the return of skip¬ 
per James Middlebrook who missed the open¬ 
ing two games after signing a short term deal 
with County Championship champions 
Yorkshire. 

Beds restricted the visitors to 227-8 with 
Reynoldson the best with the ball, finishing 
with figures of 3-37 which included the dis¬ 


missals of both openers. Five Cambridgeshire 
batsman fell for scores between 30 and 40 as 
Beds prevented any of the visiting line-up 
from reaching a big total. 

In reply, a magnificent century from Sam 
Johnson saw Bedfordshire home. 

He finished unbeaten on 106 from 96 balls - 
including four fours and five sixes - as his 
innings from number six saw the county over 
the line. 

Beds had lost opener Matthew Barnes for a 
duck in the first over and were in trouble at 
74-4 at one stage before Johnson took over. 

Reynoldson provided assistance with 42 
while Thurstance’s 25 was the next highest 
score.

SPECULATION will be rife around 
Kenilworth Road this summer and you can 
bet it will go long on into next season as well. 

With clubs now naming their transfer listed 
players, their free agents and players who 
they’ve offered new deals to, I’m sure there 
will be lots of comings and goings, none more 
so than at the home of Luton Town FC. 

With a rumoured 19 players set to leave the 
Hatters this summer, I wanted to take a look 
at those who are understood to be set for the 
exits in the coming weeks. 

It’s been noted that the following players’ 
contracts are due to expire as of June 1 2015: 
Shaun Whalley (MF), Andy Parry (MF), 
Danny Fitzsimons (DF), Jim Stevenson (MF), 
Fraser Franks (DF) and six youth players. 

A lot has been said about the size of Luton’s 
squad this season and in truth it is far too big 
for a club of its stature. 

It’s now time for change and the restructure 
of the team must begin straight away. 

I believe I speak for the majority of Luton 
supporters when I say that if the above named 
‘first team players’ were to leave, not many 
would bat an eyelid. 

I believe a case could have been made for 


Alex Wall, who has 
announced that he 
will be leaving, how¬ 
ever. With his barn¬ 
storming approach to 
the game and his 
willingness to do well 
whenever given the 
opportunity, the cen¬ 
tre forward has won a 
lot over at Luton this 
season and last. 

His only goal of the 
2014/15 campaign 
came in October 2014 
at near neighbours 
Stevenage FC, it was 
the winner that day 
and his name could 
be heard sung long 
down the Al. 

Since then his play¬ 
ing time has been 
restricted to just 
seven appearances, 
coupled with a loan 
spell at Bristol Rovers 
where he never really 
got going. 

I see something raw 
in Alex Wall but now 
at the age of 24- it was 
time to show it. 

Andy Drury and Mark Cullen are another 
two who are in contract but talks will be held 
in the next couple of weeks with regards to 
their long term futures. 

Cullen expressed his desire to leave Luton in 


February 2015... or did he? 

It was all very confusing for everyone as in a 
post-match interview after the 3-2 away 
defeat to AFC Wimbledon, manager John Still 
told the media that the striker had asked to 


leave as a higher level club had expressed 
some interest. It was rumoured at the time to 
be Peterborough United, a club that had man¬ 
agerial issues of their own. 

Only a few days later ex-Posh manager 
Darren Ferguson was sacked and it looked 
like the deal for Cullen had fallen through. 

Since then he hasn’t been the same player in 
my opinion. His goal scoring dried up dra¬ 
matically and his all round game left a lot to 
be desired. I can’t make my mind up on Mark 
Cullen just yet and that seems to be the case 
with the Luton faithful. 

Andy Drury - it could be said that he was the 
most anticipated signing Luton had pulled off 
for a long, long while last summer. His time 
with Luton during 2010-11 saw him play 23 
times and score six goals, including an abso¬ 
lute peach at Charlton in the FA Cup that year. 

He rapidly became a fan-favourite but the 
bright lights of the Championship and 
Ipswich Town were to turn his head during 
the January transfer window of 2011. He 
returned to a messiah’s welcome but hasn’t 
lived up to his price tag nor expectation. 

A fee of £100,000 is a lot of money to a club 
like Luton and with that brings expectancy. 

Having said that is it any coincidence that 
when Drury has played for the Hatters this 
year we’ve won? There’s no doubt he’s a great 
player and he definitely is at League Two level. 

He has the chance to stand out like a sore 
thumb among other midfielders, I just don’t 
believe he’s done that often enough this year. 

In terms of coming in, well... do we look into 
the lower leagues, i.e. non-league for another 
Andre Gray or do we go all-out for experience 
this year? I’d like to open the question to you...

ALEX Wall has become the first casualty of 
John Still’s Luton Town squad overhaul after 
the striker himself announced his departure. 

With a host of players out of contract several 
exits are on the cards with the boss keen to 
shake things up following the disappointment 
of missing out on the League Two play-offs. 

Wall, writing on Twitter before an official 
club statement has been released, said: “Gutted 
to be leaving such a big club. 

“Have enjoyed my time at Luton a lot, have 
gained a lot of experience and memories I 
won’t forget. Met some genuine boys for life. 

“Would also like to thank all the fans for their 


great support over these two years, means a lot 
to me.” 

The 24-year-old forward was Still’s first 
Hatters signing when he took the job at 
Kenilworth Road in March 2013, with the move 
seeing him make the step up from Conference 
South side Maidenhead United. 

However, he only made 30 appearances for 
the club, 22 of those from the bench, scoring 
six times. 

He scored once in only eight appearances 
this season, in the League Two win away at 
Stevenage, and spent time on loan in the 
Conference with Bristol Rovers. 

During his time at Luton he has also spent 
time on loan at Dartford.
